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Attack on 
gambling 
outlined 

A multilaceted program to com- 
bat gambling on intercollegiate 
athletics events is under way after 
receiving strong approval from the 
Division I Steering Committee 
and the NCAA Council in their 
August meetings. 

The eight-step program was 
developed over the summer after 
the steering committee and Coun- 
cil adopted a statement in April 
that dealt with institutional integ- 
rity and compliance with intercol- 
legiate athletics policies and rules. 
I he plan then was approved by 
the NCAA Administrative Com- 
mittee after meetings involving 
representatives of the NCAA, the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
and the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration. 

"The ominous combination of 
point-shaving (or game-fixing) and 
use of drugs by student-athletes 
has come into full view," said the 
statement adopted in April. "The 
potential for the destruction ot 
intercollegiate athletics' integrity 
Irom either already has been rec- 
ognized. Their combination more 
than doubles that threat." 

Included in the antigambling 
program are the following ele- 
ments: 

Federal legislation 

NCAA President John R. Davis 
testified June 25 before the Presi- 
dents' Commission on Organized 
Crime and encouraged it to sup- 
port legislation that would prohibit 
wagering on intercollegiate and 
interscholastic sports events. (Sec 
The NCAA News, issues of July 3 
and July 17, 1985.) 

Davis reminded the commission 
that the Federal Commission on 
the Review of National Policies 
Toward Gambling had recom- 
mended strongly in 1976 "that 
there be an absolute prohibition 
. . . against wagering on amateur 
sports events." 

The NCAA also proposes that: 

• The Federal criminal .code 
related to bribery be amended to 
extend the bribery and conspiracy 
statutes to all intercollegiate ath- 
letics events. 

• Statutes prohibiting the in- 
terstate transmission of wagering 
information by gambling busi-

The three topics generally regarded 
as the most important of those cur- 
rently facing the Commission all are 
Division I matters: proposed modifi- 
cation of the Bylaw 5 I (j) require- 
ments for initial eligibility, the overall 
question of freshman eligibility and a 
review of Division 1-A autonomy 
provisions. 

The busy agenda includes seven 
separate meeting sessions in a 24- 
hour period, beginning with a meeting 
of the Commission's executive com- 
mittee (the elected officers) at 3 p.m. 
October 1 and concluding with ad- 
journment of the full Commission 
meeting at 3 p.m. October 2.

Division I CEOs say freshmen should be eligible 



There is very little interest among 
Division I chief executive officers in 
declaring freshmen ineligible for col- 
lege athletics in any sport, according 
to a survey conducted for the Division 
I subcommittee of the NCAA Presi- 
dents Commission. 

Less than 20 percent of the Division 
I CEOs participating in the survey 
believe that freshmen should be in- 
eligible for college athletics, whether 
in all sports or in football and basket- 
ball only. 

On the other hand, more than 
three-f ourths of the respondents think 
freshmen should be eligible for college 
athletics if they meet certain nationally 



approved academic standards. 

Of the 284 Division I chief execu- 
tives, a total of 222— 78.2 percent — 
returned the survey questionnaires. 
The results differed only slightly 
among the three Division I subdivi- 
sions — I-A, 1-AA and 1-AAA. 

Otis A. Singletary, chair of the 
Commission's Division 1 subcommit- 
tee, authorized the survey in order to 
have appropriate data lor the sub- 
committee's consideration in its Octo- 
ber 2 meeting in Denver. The survey 
questionnaire asked the chief execu- 
tives to agree or disagree with each of 
1 2 dif ferent statements regarding fresh- 
man eligibility/ ineligibility and the 



unavoidable questions attendant to 
that issue. 

I he survey produced the following 
results on three of the key statements: 

• In general, freshmen should be 
ineligible for college athletics. Division 
I-A: (6 agreed, 60 disagreed, two no 
response or other answer. Division 1- 
AA: six agreed, 69 disagreed. Division 
1-AAA: 15 agreed, 53 disagreed, one 
no response. Totals: 37 agreed (17 
percent), 182 disagreed (82 percent), 
three no response/ other answer (one 
percent). 

• Freshmen should be ineligible in 
football and basketball only. Division 
I-A: 15 agreed, 59 disagreed, four no 



response or other answer Division I- 
AA: five agreed, 69 disagreed, one no 
response. Division 1-AAA: eight 
agreed, 56 disagreed, five no response/ 
other answer Totals: 28 agreed (12.5 
percent), 184 disagreed (83 percent), 
10 no response/ other answer (4.5 
percent). 

• Freshmen should be eligible if 
they meet membership-approved aca- 
demic standards. Division I-A: 52 
agreed, 21 disagreed, five no response 
or other answer. Division I-AA: 64 
agreed, lOdisagrccd, one no response. 
Division I-A A A: 53 agreed, 12 dis- 
agreed, four no response/ other

Active membership in Association reaches an all-time high 



1 he number of active members in the NCAA reached an all-time high of 796 
as of September I. 1985. 

Despite the gain, overall membership dropped from 991 to 987 with the loss 
of six corresponding members. Other categories of membership remained 
constant from 1984 to 1985. 

The number of active members as of September 1, 1985, rose from 794 in 
1984 to the current 796. Active membership of the Association has increased 
by 13.1 percent from 1975 to the present. 

Overall membership in the Association has grown by almost 20 percent since 
1975 despite one-year declines from 1978 to 1979 and from 1984 to 1985. 

Elected to active membership by the NCAA Council in its August meeting 
were (all Division III) Cabrini College, Ferrum College, l ewis and Clark 
College, Pennsylvania State University-Behrend College, Trinity College 
(Illinois), and Webster College. 

Elected to conference membership in August were the Big South Conference 
and Pacific West Athletic Conference — Division I; Eastern States Athletic 
Conference and New England Women's 6 — Division III.

Institutional counseling panels to meet as group in October 



Members of institutional counsel 
ing panels established to assist stud- 
ent-athletes during the transition from 
collegiate to professional athletics 
careers will have their first opportu- 
nity to meet as a group in October. 

The NCAA fall counseling panel 
forum, scheduled for Tuesday, Octo 
ber 15, in Chicago at the O'Hare 
Hilton Hotel, will permit panel 
members for the first time to gather 
and exchange information and ideas 
concerning panel activities, members' 
roles and possible sources of addi- 
tional expertise. 

Career counseling panels are estab- 
lished in accordance with the provi- 
sions of NCAA Constitution 3-l-{h)- 



(4), revised in 1983 to include coun- 
seling about a future professional 
athletics career (through a three-per- 
son panel appointed by the institu- 
tion's chief executive officer) among 
those benefits considered incidental 
to participation in athletics. Approx- 
imately 45 panels were established in 
1984-85, the program's first year. 

Counseling panel chairs were sur- 
veyed earlier this year in order to 
identify issues critical to the panels' 
continued development. The five ma- 
jor topics identified at that time will 
be the focus of hour-long discussion 
sessions. Agenda items include re- 
sponsibilities and activities of panel 
members, institutional policy con 



cerning contacts by agents, the ath- 
lete's perspective, questions of institu- 
tional liability, and the value of outside 
speakers and expertise. 

"Panel chairs made it clear in the 
interviews conducted this summer 



that a forum of this type would be a 
great help in defining the panels' 
responsibilities and formulating insti- 
tutional policy," said John H, Leavens, 
director of legislative services and 
coordinator of NCAA player-agent

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Coaches 7 role in drug testing prompts questions

Jim Waldcn says when he and most 
of his fellow football coaches were 
growing up, an experiment in altered 
states consisted of a whiff of Mom's 
ammonia window cleaner. 

So how's a guy like that supposed 
to handle a stud running back who 
toots enough cocaine to kill a family 
of hippos? 

Although the Washington State 
boss and other coaches often claim a 
stance of compassion, there are folks 
who would rather see someone besides 
the man in charge of playing time 
make decisions on a kid with drug 
trouble. 

"Coaches shouldn't be involved in 
the decision making process on man- 
datory drug testing," said Dr. Gerald 
Finerman, UCLA's team physician 
and a member of the Pacific- 10 Con- 
ference committee on drug abuse. 
"There shouldn't be a situation where 
if a guy doesn't practice well, a coach 



says, 'Fill the bottle.'" 

Walden gets a little high himself at 
such a suggestion. 

"Hey, I run this organization," he 
said, bristling. "I'm the guy who takes 
the crap when it's going bad. I guess I 
gotta be the boss somewhere along 
the way." 

Therein lies a major dilemma of the 
mandatory drug-testing programs 



not be the same guy who holds the 
inf ormation on whose test is positive," 
said Finerman, who keeps to himself 
and a member the student affairs 
office the identity of positive testers at 
UCLA.

testing, and I'd certainly like to be 
involved in the heavy counseling," 
said Washington's Don James, adding 
his program has had no major prob 
lems, although there have been users. 
"We've taken a different stance de- 
partmentally, though." 

That stance is no testing. Period. 
The UW and WSU officially are 
skeptical of the legality of mandatory 
testing. So are a number of other 
schools, but nearly as many are plung- 
ing ahead with elaborate plans. 

The divergence of opinion on 
whether to test, and who to tell, is 
because a national policy doesn't exist. 
The NCAA's attempt at a plan last 
year was shot down and another try is 
scheduled at its annual Convention in 
January. Until then, schools arc on 
their own. 

"I'd like to see a policy start from 
the top first the NCAA down and 
then the league down," James said. 
"Right now, we're all off on different 
directions " 

To Stanford athletics director Fer- 
dinand A. Geiger, that is a cop-out. 

"1 find a flaw in the thinking that 
says national legislation is a panacea 
for local ills," said Geiger. "Impersonal 
solutions are always easier to make. 
Individual ones are harder." 

Following the recent Tulane point- 
shaving scandal, where cocaine was 
involved, Geiger thinks a national 
policy would wind up as only a public- 
relations pose 

"We would strongly object to a 
national solution for cosmetic pur- 
poses," he said "The Tulane thing 
makes everybody look bad, but you 
have to be disciplined and motivated 
enough to straighten these things out 
campus by campus." 

Geiger thinks Stanford's house al- 
ready is in order. 

"Until the legal questions are re- 
solved, we would be loathe to partic- 



ipate in (mandatory drug testing) and 
would even work actively to block it," 
said Geiger. "I know some of my 
coaches favor testing, but they're 
looking outside (for winning) instead 
of inside. 

"There arc several reasons we don't 
test. We haven't done a great job yet 
of exploring all the educational as- 
pects. Also, Stanford operates on an 
honor code, such as for academic 
testing. We don't like operating the 
athletics department differently from 
other parts of the university. 

"And a great problem hasn't sur- 
faced, or even the potential for it. But 
we would be naive to assume no use." 

Walden wasn't quite as sure what 
would happen at WSU when he tested 
70 football players who volunteered 
during spring drills. 

"Before we tested, 1 was a little 
despondent, and prepared for the 
worst - I've heard of two or three 
schools who. were overwhelmed by 
the (number of positive) test results," 
he said. "Afterwards, I was relieved. 
It was a great feeling." 

Walden said more than one but less 
than 10 had positive results. There 
won't be follow-up tests until this fall. 
Walden, if he's given permission, has 
a plan. 

"I talk with a kid," he said. "I don't 
know about these things. It's been a 
great eye-opener. I ask them if they 
think (drug use) is necessary. Sure, 
they don't tell me everything, but a lot 
of them who want to get it off their 
chest sometimes are glad they got 
caught. 

"If we go lo a third positive test, he 
withdraws from the program. Colleges 
aren't equipped to be rehabilitation 
programs. 

"We're not the Los Angeles 
Dodgers. If he has a problem, well 
get him help, but if he refuses, we 
don't have $10,000 to spend on reha- 
bilitation."

One rule hurts smaller programs 

To the F.ditor: 

First of all, I would like to congratulate the NCAA on its recent "get-tough" 
approach to illegal recruiting ploys used by some institutions. 1 think this 
philosophy will prove to be successful. 

I would suggest that the NCAA take another look at its recent legislation 
preventing institutions from sending their posters to high school athletes and 
coaches. 

The rationale that athletics departments were trying to outdo one another in 
this area of promotions has some credence to it. However, institutions still can 
send out multicolored, slick and extremely expensive recruiting brochures. A 
school with the money can try to outdo another and boost its expenditure in 
such a brochure. 

The new rule regarding posters will have a negative impact on a program and 
budget the size of the University of Montana's, and there are numerous athletics 
programs of our size with restricted revenue sources. 

In most cases, institutions can find advertisers to sponsor their posters and 
at least break even with that type of recruiting tool. However, many athletics 
departments deal with substantial budget cuts and cannot afford to upgrade 
their recruiting publications, if, in fact, they produce one at all. 

This new poster rule has given the "little guy" one less recruiting tool in an 
area that already has been dwindling.

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Robinson nears Bryant's all-time victory record

Eddie Robinson and Grambling 
State University — the names are al- 
most synonymous. It was known as 
Louisiana Negro Normal and Indus- 
trial Institute when he got the job of 
head football coach in 1941 at the age 
of 22 for a salary of $63.75 a month. 

Now, Robinson has 322 career vic- 
tories and another against Oregon 
State this Saturday night in Shreve- 
port, Louisiana, would tie Paul "Bear" 
Bryant's all-time-high 323 college foot- 
ball coaching victories over 38 seasons 
at Alabama, Texas A&M, Kentucky 
and Maryland from 1945 through 
19X2. Bryant died in January 1983. 

Robinson and Bryant were close 
friends for nearly 30 years. To Robin- 
son, Bryant always will be college 
football's greatest coach, no matter 
how many victories he gets at Gram 
bling: "The guy was in a class by 
himself. I don't want to be remem- 
bered as the guy who broke his record 
any more than Bryant wanted to be 
remembered as the man who broke 
Amos Alonzo Stagg's record. No one 
really 'replaces' anyone else. I would 
like to be remembered as a guy who 
made the same contributions Bryant 
did, who influenced people's lives and 
made an impact on the game." 

Grambling State now is in Division 
I-AA but has seen a full range of 
classifications over the years, from a 
small college in the NAIA to a brief 
stay in NCAA Division I in 1977 
before l-AA was created. Because of 
this, some say his record should carry 
a footnote. 

Robinson compares the different 
divisions of college football to weight 
classes in boxing, saying a middle- 
weight champion is no less worthy 
than a heavyweight champion. "If 
you win a ball game, you win a ball 
game," he says. "Don't judge me as a 
black coach or a l-AA coach, but as 
an American football coach." 

This is Robinson's 43rd head-coach- 
ing season (not 44th, as has been 
published elsewhere). Grambling dis- 
continued football in 1943 and 1944 
because of World War II, so Robinson 
taught and coached at Grambling 
High School. Here, he discovered 
Paul "Tank" Younger, a 220-pound 
fullback who later played for him at 
Grambling and became the first player 
from a predominantly black college 
to sign a professional football con- 
tract. 

Since then, 21 1 Grambling players 
have played pro football — a total 
unsurpassed by any other college 
coach. His list includes Buck Bucha- 
nan, Willie Brown, Willie Davis, Ernie 
Ladd, Charlie Joiner, Everson Walls, 
James Harris, Doug Williams and 
Trumaine Johnson. Harris and Willi- 
ams are quarterbacks. 

A degree in philosophy 

"When I left Grambling, I felt like I 
had a degree in philosophy," Williams 
said. "It is amazing what that man 
knows, in addition to all of the football 
he teaches." Robinson spices his con- 
versation with quotes from Abraham 
Lincoln and poet Alfred, Lord Ten- 
nyson and tells his young players 
about the beauty of the American 
system. 

Robinson is equally proud of 
hundreds of his players who did not 
play pro football those who became 
bankers, salesmen, lawyers and doc- 
tors. "A lot of these kids come from 
homes where they have no daddy," he 
told Rob Gloster of United Press 
International. He tells them they can 
succeed "if they take the chip off their 
shoulder and realize it's the greatest 
country in the world." Robinson him- 
self was greatly influenced by his 
sixth-grade teacher. Her message was 
that success is a matter of commit- 
ment, not of color. The son of a 
sharecropper, he played quarterback 
at Leland College, a small Baptist 
college near New Orleans, and gradu- 
ated in 1941. 

Then, he worked at three jobs — in

a feed mill, hauling ice and on a coal 
truck — with a wife and a child on the 
way. Late that summer, his wife's aunt 
heard about a small north Louisiana 
college that needed a football coach. 
She pressured the school's president, 
Ralph Waldo Emerson Jones, to hire 
him, and Robinson applied. His first 
assistant coach was the college janitor. 
Walls falling down 

Robinson and Grambling became 
high profile in the late 1960s, playing 
at major stadiums all over the country. 

How will he react when he wins 
No. 324? "The same way IVe reacted 
to every other big moment in my 
life 1*11 cry," he told Allen Barra of 
Inside Sports. "I'm not ashamed of it. 
I think of how much I owe to so many, 
how much I have to be grateful for, 
and I can't hold it back. Willie Davis 



told me that Vince Lombardi was 
that way, too." 

Robinson and his wife, Doris, have 
traveled everywhere from New York 
to Tokyo but always for a game or a 
clinic. They never have taken a real 
vacation. But Robinson never thinks 
about burnout. He is tireless and has 
the energy of a much younger man. 
Retirement? "Lord, I feel I could go 
on forever," he says. "My family is fine 
and my health is great." But he is 66, 
and Louisiana law sets retirement at 
age 70. "The trustees, I think, could 
change that," he says. "But I wouldn't 
ask them to."

A first-ever list of all college football 
coaches with at least 200 career victo- 
ries, regardless of division or associa- 
tion, was published in the 1 98 1 Foot- 
ball Press Kit. The list had 13 names, 
and four were active coaches then. 
The 200 club still has 13 members, 
but now only Robinson and John 
Gagliardi of Division III St. John's 
(Minnesota) are active. Bryant and 
Tennessee State's John Merritt' are 
deceased. 

Stagg won 314 games, mostly at 
Chicago and Pacific, in 57 seasons; 
Glenn "Pop" Warner 313 in 44 years 
at several colleges, including Carlisle, 
Pittsburgh, Stanford and Temple. 
Steve Boda, NCAA associate director 
of statistics, conducted extensive re- 
search to establish the records of 
Stagg and Warner. 

After the top four, all well over 300 
victories, there is a big jump to fifth- 
place Woody Hayes, with 238 in 33 
seasons, nearly all at Ohio State. 
Then comes Arnett Mumford at 233 
in 36 seasons, the last 25 at Southern- 
Baton Rouge; Merritt at 232 in 31 
years, the last 21 at Tennessee State; 
Gagliardi at 231 entering this season; 
Fred Long with 227 in 45, mostly at 
Wiley; Jess Neely 207 in 40, the last 27 
at Rice; Jake Gaither 203 in just 25 
seasons, all at Florida A&M; Warren 
Woodson 203 in 31, mostly at New

Gaither owns by far the best won- 
lost percentage in the 200 club at .844.

.771, Hayes .759, Robinson .743 and 
Gagliardi .742 entering this season, 
Warner .729, Mumford .717, Wood- 
son .675, Anderson .606, Stagg .605, 
Long .593 and Neely .539. Gaither 
won 203, lost just 36 and tied four in

Of course, many great football 
coaches didn't coach long enough to 
win 200 games. Considering coaches 



with at least 10 seasons of service in 
Division I-A (complete all-time rec- 
ords for other divisions and the NAIA 
do not exist), there are only 12 with 
career winning percentages of at least 
.800. Three of these are now active — 
Oklahoma's Barry Switzer .824 for 1 2 
seasons, Tom Osborne .812 for the 
same 12 years at Nebraska, and Pa- 
terno .801 for 19 seasons, all at Penn 
State (all figures are entering this 
season — this is Paterno's 20th and 
the 1 3th for the two Big Eight Confer- 
ence rivals . . . Switzer had 1 15 victories 
and Osborne 1 1 8 entering this season). 

Paterno now has a chance to be- 
come the first Division I-A coach ever 
to reach both 200 victories and a 
career .800 winning percentage. At 
the moment, the only college football 
coach ever to accomplish that at any 
level is Gaither at Florida A&M. 
Paterno could do it in three years 
(mathematically in two, but that 
would mean two 12-0 seasons in a 
row). Switzer and Osborne need al- 
most a decade at their current pace. 

The all-time percentage leader is 
Notre Dame's Knute Rockne at .88 1 
for 105-12 5 in 13 seasons, 1918 
through 1930. Frank Leahy is next at 
.864 for 13 years, the last 1 1 at Notre 
Dame, ending with 1953. Then come 
George Woodruff at .846 for 12, 
mostly at Pennsylvania in the 1 890s; 
Percy Haughton .832 in 13, mostly at 
Harvard; Bob Neyland .829 in 21 at 
Tennessee; Fielding "Hurry Up" Yost 
.828 in 29, mostly at Michigan; Bud 
Wilkinson .826 in 17 at Oklahoma; 
Switzer; Pittsburgh's Jock Sutherland 
.812 in 20; Osborne; Bob Devaney, 
who built the current Nebraska dy- 
nasty, .806 in 16, and Paterno. 
How to measure? 

How do you measure coaching 
greatness? What if Rockne had not 
perished in that 1931 plane crash in 
the Kansas Flint Hills? (Some think 
he might soon have left coaching for 
lucrative business offers.) What if 
Devaney had not turned the job over 
to Osborne to concentrate on the 
athletics directorship? (Does anyone 
doubt he would now be fifth with

around 250 victories?) 

Because of the pattern of change, 
some think coaches have to be rated 
decade by decade. Los Angeles histo- 
rian Bill Schroeder takes that ap- 
proach. He rates Yale's Walter Camp 
as the game's greatest coach in the 
1880s, Woodruff in the 1890s, Yost in 
the 1900s, Washington's Gil Dobie in 
the 1910s, Rockne in the 1920s, Min- 
nesota's Bernie Bierman in the 1930s, 
Army's Red Blaik in the 1940s, Wil- 
kinson in the 1950s, Texas' Darrell 
Royal in the 1960s and Bryant in the 
1970s. (How about the 1980s? Well, 
the decade is far from over, but 
Brigham Young's LaVell Edwards 
has the best winning percentage.) 

But, remember, there are no "what 
ifs" in Bryant's case. He won at a .780 
pace — 16th highest and did that 
for 38 years (more than triple 
Rockne's period). In his last 25 years, 
all at Alabama, he was 232-46-9. That 
is .824 for a quarter-century. He aver- 
aged 9.3 victories and 1.8 losses in 
that span (Switzer and Osborne com- 
bined have 233 in 24 seasons). And 
Bryant won six national champion- 
ships between 1961 and 1979. 

Turn-arounds under way? 

Indiana, now 2-0 vs. 0- 1 1 last sea- 
son, leads four Division I-A teams 
with more victories already than all 
last season. The others are Cincinnati 
(3-1 vs. 2-9), Colorado (2-1 vs. 110) 
and Utah State (2-1 vs. 1-10). Two 
teams in I-AA have done it — Lamar 
(3-0 vs. 2-9) and Prairie View (1-3 vs. 
0-11). Among those that have equalled 
their 1984 win total are 2-0 
Iowa State and three 2-1 teams 
Oregon State, Duke and East Caro- 
lina.

They may start showing 
up for that game with Miami of 
Florida on Thursday.) 

Oklahoma State offensive coordi- 
nator Larry Coker after the Cowboys 
escaped North Texas State, 10-9:

2.000 rule interpretations 

The new 2.000 rule [Bylaw 5-1-0)], which was adopted at the 1983 NCAA 
Convention, becomes effective August 1, 1986, and will be applicable to the 
1986 high school graduating class. This column will provide member 
institutions a compilation of NCAA Council interpretations regarding the 
administration of the rule to assist in the recruitment of prospective student- 
athletes for enrollment in the fall of 1986. 

It is anticipated that there may be amendments to Bylaw 5-1-0) offered for 
vote at the January 1986 NCAA Convention. While no one can predict what 
amendments, if any, may be adopted by the membership, it is important that 
member institutions realize that this legislation has been adopted and will 
become effective August I, 1986. 

Initially, questions have been raised concerning the August 1, 1986, effective 
date. In this regard, any entering freshman whose initial full time attendance 
in a regular term occurs subsequent to August 1, 1986, must meet the core- 
curriculum and test-score provisions of Bylaw 5-1-0). Therefore, attendance in 
an institution's summer school will not be considered attendance prior to 
August 1, 1986. 

The NCAA Council has approved a standardized reporting form to be 
completed by the high school principal that must be used in administering 
Bylaw 5-1-0). Copies of this form will be mailed to the principals of high 
schools throughout the United States as well as to Division 1 member 
institutions on or about October I. 1985. 

In administering the provisions of Bylaw 5-1-0), the following definitions 
have been approved by the NCAA Council and serve as official interpretations 
of Bylaw 5-1-0). 

Definition of core course 

For the purposes of meeting the core-curriculum requirement, a "core 
course" is defined as a recognized academic course designed to prepare a 
student for college-level work (as opposed to a vocational or personal-services 
course). Courses that are taught at a level below the high school's regular 
academic instruction level (e.g., remedial special educational or compensatory) 
shall not be considered as core courses regardless of course content. 

English 

Core courses in English shall include instructional elements in the following 
areas: grammar, vocabulary development, composition, literature, analytical 
reading or oral communication. 

Mathematics 

Core courses in mathematics shall include instructional elements in algebra, 
geometry, trigonometry, statistics or calculus. 

Social sciences 

Core courses in social sciences shall include instructional elements in history, 
social studies, economics, geography, psychology, sociology, government, 
political science or anthropology. 

Natural or physical science 

Core courses in natural or physical science shall include instructional 
elements in biology, chemistry, physics, environmental science, physical science 
or earth science. In addition, students must complete at least one laboratory 
class, if offered by the high school. 

Additional core courses 

The two remaining years of additional academic credit must be from courses 
attempted in English, mathematics, social science, natural or physical science, 
foreign language, computer science, philosophy, or nondoctrinal religion (e.g., 
comparative religion). 

Computation of grade-point average 

Each grade earned in a core course must be converted to the 4.000 scale (A 
4, B-3, C-2, D-l, F-0). Pluses or minuses within a grade level shall not receive 
greater or lesser quality points. A school's normal practice of weighing honors 
or advanced courses may be used to compute the quality points awarded in 
those courses and the accumulative grade-point average. 

Core-curriculum interpretations 

A. The decision as to whether a particular course qualifies as a core course 
will be made by the principal of a high school from which a student graduated 
and must be properly verified by the member institution in accordance'with 
Case No. 173 (page 305, 1985-86 NCAA Manual). 

B. To encourage a student to take as many academic courses as possible, the 
core curriculum grade-point average will be calculated using the student's 1 1 
best grades from courses that meet the distribution requirements of the core 
curriculum. 

C. A "unit" should represent approximately 180 classroom instructional

North Carolina system is opposed 
to modifications in 'Proposal No. 48' 



The University of North Carolina 
system's board of governors has di- 
rected the chancellors, faculty athletics 
representatives and directors of ath- 
letics at its member institutions to 
oppose adoption of the "eligibility 
index" proposed by the Special 
NCAA Academic Standards Com- 
mittee as a modification ol NCAA 
Bylaw 5-l-(j). 

In a September 13 memorandum 
to the chancellors of the universities 
in the system. President William Fri- 
day reported that the recommenda- 
tion of the board's special committee 
on intercollegiate athletics in that 



regard had been approved by the 
board. 

The board's committee found the 
proposed index "unacceptable" be- 
cause "it has the practical effect of 
nullifying any SAT score require- 
ment." The committee noted that 
under the proposed index, a student 
scoring the minimum (400) on the 
SAT test could meet the eligibility 
requirement with a 2.75 grade-point 
average in the high school core curric- 
ulum. 

The memorandum directs the chan- 
cellors, faculty representatives and 



athletics directors to oppose adoption 
of the proposed index "in any and all 
forums of the NCAA in which it is 
presented or discussed, and expressly 
in the meeting of the Presidents Com- 
mission on October I -2 and the meet- 
ing of the NCAA Council on October 
14-16." 

Recommendations of the Special 
NCAA Academic Standards Com- 
mittee were reported in the August 
21, 1985, issue of The NCAA News, 
and an abridged version of the com- 
mittee's complete report appeared in 
the September 9 issue.

mission's April 1986 meeting. 
Division I-A members 

The 12 Division 1-A representatives 
on the Commission will meet as a 
subunit of the Commission for the 
first time since a special meeting of 
Division I-A chief executive officers 
agreed in June that their Commission 
representatives should function as an 
ad hoc planning committee to deal 
with interests of Division 1-A CEOs. 

Included in the session will be a 
discussion of the procedures the group 
will use to perform that role 
and a review of any topics suggested 
by Division 1-A chief executives. 

The major agenda item for the 
Division 1-A Commission members 
will be an explanation of the current 
status of Division 1-A autonomy 
within the NCAA structure. That 
explanation and the meeting's reaction 
to it will be sent to all Division I-A 
CEOs after the meeting. 

Nominating committee 

The Commission ^nominating com- 
mittee will review all candidates nom- 
inated for positions on the Commis- 



sion effective at the adjournment of 
the January NCAA Convention and 
will determine the slate of candidates 
for those positions. 

The committee also will oversee the 
election of a new chair of the Com- 
mission to replace Ryan in that office, 
also at the end of the 1986 Conven- 
tion. That election will occur in 
Denver and will be announced Octo- 
ber 2. 

Division I subcommittee 

The Division I subcommittee of the 
Commission will review the recom- 
mendations of the Special NCAA 
Academic Standards Committee re- 
garding Bylaw 5-l-(j), as reported in 
the September 9 issue of The NCAA 
News. The chair of the special com- 
mittee, NCAA Secretary-Treasurer 
Wilford S. Bailey, will appear before 
the Commission to present that re 
port. 

Also on the Division I agenda is the 
overall question of freshman eligibility 
and the results of a survey of all 
Division I chief executives in that 
regard. The report of that survey, 
which did not favor declaring fresh- 



men ineligible in all sports or any 
sport, appears on pages 1 and 8 of this 
issue of the News. 

Other Division 1 topics include 
reporting and/ or control of coaches' 
outside income; financial aid issues, 
including the proposal to move the 
Association's financial aid limitation 
from the constitution to the bylaws; a 
review of the form to be used in 
Division l's mandatory academic- 
reporting procedure, and a review of 
legislative proposals for the 1986 
NCAA Convention affecting Division 
I. 

Division II subcommittee 

The Division II subunit will con- 
tinue its earlier discussion of the 
CEO's role in hiring and firing 
coaches. 

It also will consider the proposal to 
move the grant-in-aid limit to the 
bylaws and will review all legislation 
for the 1986 Convention that affects 
Division II. 

Division III subcommittee 

On the Division III agenda is a 



review of positions taken by the Divi- 
sion III Steering Committee on fresh- 
man eligibility, academic standards 
for eligibility, playing and practice 
seasons, and financial aid criteria in 
that division. 

Division 111 representatives also 
will consider proposed legislation af- 
fecting their division, including the 
amendment to place the financial aid 
limitation in the bylaws. 

Commission 

The full Commission will hear re- 
ports on the actions and recommen- 
dations of the three division subcom- 
mittees and the nominating commit- 
tee, as well as review legislation 
proposed for the 1986 Convention It 
will be asked to authorize the execu 
tive committee to make final decisions 
regarding roll-call votes, placement 
of proposals in the agenda and en- 
couragement of CEO attendance at 
the January Convention. 

Also on the Commission's agenda: 
• A review of the actions of the 
June special Convention regarding 
ethical conduct and rules enforce- 



ment, including reactions from the 
NCAA Committee on Infractions and 
a discussion of the resolution submit- 
ted at that Convention by the Univer- 
sity of Texas, Austin, and others. 
That resolution would have required 
the NCAA to share immediately with 
a member institution any allegations 
of possible violations of rules by that 
institution, among other things. 

• An initial discussion of the role 
of governing boards in maintaining 
integrity in athletics. 

• Consideration of peer-review vis- 
itations and possibly accreditation as 
extensions of the new mandatory self- 
study requirement; also, a review of 
draft materials to be used in the self- 
study program. 

• Means of establishing improved 
communications between the Com- 
mission and chief executive officers 
of all member institutions. 

The Commission also will receive 
informational reports on the work of 
the Special NCAA Committee on 
Measuring Athletics Program Success 
and on the current and future status 
of NCAA financial matters. 
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After 45 seasons of losing, Gallaudet seeks respectability

For more than 50 years, the only 
noise at Gallaudet College football 
games was the sound of a huge bass 
drum alerting the deaf players to the 
snap of the ball. 

All that may change soon, as a new 
coach and an influx of new talent try 
to turn around a program that has 
not had a winning record since 1930. 

"The students, everybody here, can 
sense a new commitment to athletics," 
says Bob Westerman, appointed head 

At St. Peter's College 



coach in December and named the 
school's athletics director in August. 

This summer, a record 75 players 
attended the team's first practice. 
And more students have watched the 
team's practices than those who 
watched the team's games last year. 

Gallaudet's last full-time season 
was in 1979, when the school lost 
seven of eight games. 

Gallaudet, a liberal arts college for 
deaf students, did not field a team 
from 1938 through 1947 and had 
been relegated to playing club teams 



Coach tries to rebuild with 
35 players (28 freshmen) 



On a wind swept field in the shadow 
of the scaffold-shrouded Statue of 
Liberty, Jim Gilrain and 35 players 
are undertaking another restoration 
project rebuilding the St. Peter's 
College football program. 

The Peacocks' football program 
was suspended by school officials 
September 1 1, 1984, in the wake of a 
season-opening 72-0 loss to Catholic 
University that left just 22 healthy 
players on what once was a 37-man 
team. Coach Bob Morgan was fired, 
and the university admitted violating 
some NCAA regulations. 

Gilrain was hired two months later 
as a part-time head coach and asked 
to put the mess in order. 

"Sure, this is the biggest challenge 
I've faced," said Gilrain, who works 
full time as principal of Carteret High 
school in Jersey City, New Jersey. 
"We're starting from scratch, we think. 
We have talked to the kids in terms of 
mission, and our mission is to save 
football at St. Peter's." 

The mission is big. 

St. Peter's has not posted a winning 
record this decade, and there isn't 
much left of the program after last 
year's one-game season. Only seven 
of the 22 players who remained after 
the loss returned this year; Gilrain 
undertook a massive recruiting pro 
gram, bringing in 28 freshman players. 

Gilrain admits things are a little 
behind schedule for the Division III 
team, which opened its season last 
weekend. 

"We're behind everybody else be- 
cause ol the numbers," said Gilrain, a 
former assistant coach at Upsala Col- 
lege and the Merchant Marine 
Academy. "The way the numbers 
hurt you is not on Friday night, but 
on Tuesday and Wednesday because 
you can't practice as physically as you 
want to. We've had less contact than I 
would have wanted. That's part of 
coaching and I live with it." 

The Peacocks are scheduled to 



play eight games this season. 

"Wc think we can win a couple of 
games," he said. "I would like to see a 
couple of victories and get the feeling 
that other coaches feel they are in 
trouble playing us. But realistically, 
it's going to take four to five years to 
get this program in gear." 

"Long after I'm gone, I would just 
like for people to say that when I left 
here 20 years ago, the football pro- 
gram was on solid ground, where it 
could compete," Gilrain said. "That 
would make me happy." 



and junior colleges. The school's last 
winning mark, 6-1-1, was posted in 
1930, 21 years before Westerman was 
born. 

A linebacker and an offensive guard 
at Trenton State College, Westerman 
was an assistant coach at Hackensack 
(New Jersey) High School when he 
answered an ad in the New York 
Times for someone with a master's 
degree to coach high school football 
at a school for the deaf. 

"1 guess 1 answered it out of curios- 
ity," said Westerman, who got the job 
at Model Secondary School for the 
Deaf in Washington, D.C., and held 
it for eight years. The high school is 
on the Gallaudet campus. 

When he moved to Gallaudet, Wes- 
terman wasted little time trying to 
revitalize the program. 

"Wc started to look for good ath- 
letes in mainstream programs I went 
to the Western Basketball Classic in 
Arizona, which has a number of deaf 
teams, and just started talking to 
coaches. 1 would go to any big event 
where there were a lot of deaf people." 

Talented deaf players who knew 
nothing of Gallaudet suddenly found 
the football coach camped on their 
doorstep. 

That's what happened to Kelvin 
"Killer" Smith, a 5-foot- 10, 185-pound 
linebacker from Kansas City, Mis- 



souri, who transferred from Central 
Missouri State University. 

"When I was at Central, they would 
change practice times and I wouldn't 
hear announcements. The coaches 
would take players aside and instruct 
them, and 1 wouldn't understand 
what was going on. In general, I felt 
left out," Smith said. 

"I didn't know there was a college 
for deaf students until the coach came

to my house," said Oscar Valencia, a 
5-9, 1 65-pound freshman, who is com- 
peting for a starting job at quarter- 
back. 

Valencia knows a little sign lan- 
guage but, ironically, he's having the 
most trouble with the bass drum that 
moves along the Gallaudet sidelines 
to help players get the snap count. He 



is hard of hearing, not deaf. 

The drum replaces the voice of the 
quarterback. T he drummer, who re- 
ceives the snap count from the quar- 
terback, pounds the drum and the 
players, picking up the vibrations 
from the ground in their three-point 
stance, move out as one. 

The Gallaudet depth chart finds 
seven freshmen and two transfer stud- 
ents starting on defense. The offense 
also lists seven freshmen as starters. 

"We have raw talent that is yet to he 
developed. A lot of these boys have 
never played football before," said 
Westerman. "But they are very dedi- 
cated athletes who are working real 
hard." 

So far, so good. Gallaudet is 1-0 
after winning its season opener last 
weekend against Shenandoah, 1 3-4. 

Last year, Gallaudet was 1-4 after 
playing four club teams and one junior 
college. This year, it will play 10 
games against five Division III 
schools, three junior colleges and just 
two club teams. 

"Our goal is to upgrade the program 
and sched ulc to be competitive against 
every Division III school," Westerman 
said. 

Meanwhile, he admits to one dream 
for the season: "The dream is five 
victories. Five wins would be a tre- 
mendous season." 



Things haven't changed all that much in 50 years

A half century ago, 1935 was a 
landmark year in college football, 
with sharp contrasts in comparison to 
1 985. It was the twilight of the pioneer 
coaching era. Football television was 
several years in the future, but the 
NCAA noted the increase in radio 
activity and named its first committee 
to study the impact of broadcasting 
on game attendance. The season itself 
was a truly unique blend of comedy, 
tragedy and excitement. 

Pop Warner and Amos Alonzo 
Stagg, who coached before the turn 
of the century, still were active, at 
Temple and at Pacific. From the prc- 
1910 era, Gil Dobie now was at Cor- 
nell, Howard Jones at Southern Cal- 
ifornia and Bill Spaulding at UCLA. 
All except Stagg would retire prior to 
World War II. 

Among several major teams in that 
depression year, one head coach and 
four assistants was the norm, though 
Chicago and Southern California 
each listed seven helpers and Michi- 
gan's staff picture shows eight; ticket 
prices averaged $3.50 for the best 
seats, $1 for general admission and as 
low as 50 cents for students. Typical 
major teams had 40 to 50 players and 
fewer than 30 letter winners. Nine- 
game schedules were typical; the Big

hours. 

D. Only courses completed in grades 9-12 may be considered core courses. 

E. All core courses used to establish a student's grade-point average must be 
completed within the student's first eight semesters of high school (grades 9-12) 
in accordance with Case No. 343 (page 355, 1985-86 NCAA Manual). 

F. A student may count a repeated course only once and must present 1 1 
different (nonrepeated) courses in meeting the core-curriculum requirement. 
Further, the student may use the best grade in the repeated course in 
calculation of the grade-point average in the core curriculum. 

G. Foreign student-athletes who meet the guidelines set forth in the NCAA 
Guide to International Academic Standards for Athletics Eligibility will satisfy 
the core-curriculum requirement. 

H. Independent study courses may not be used to satisfy core-curriculum 
requirements. 

I. A one-year course that is spread over two years (e.g., elementary algebra) 
shall be considered as one course. 

Test-score interpretations 

A. The SAT or ACT used to establish eligibility must be taken by the student 
prior to initial enrollment in a collegiate institution; must be taken under 
normal testing conditions on a national testing date [i.e., no residual (campus) 
testing], and while the test may be taken on any number of occasions, only the 
best scores from any single testing date may be utilized. 

B. All students, foreign and domestic, must take a required test. 

C. The GED test may be used for high school graduation but may not be 
substituted for the SAT or ACT. Further, the GED student must satisfactorily 
complete the core curriculum and the use of the GED must be in accordance 
with Case No. 337 (pages 353-354, 1985-86 NCAA Manual). 

Further questions related to the administration of Bylaw 5- 1 -(j) should be 
directed to the NCAA legislative services department. 



Ten was limited to eight. Southern 
Methodist and Texas Christian, how- 
ever, played 13 each; Southern Cali- 
fornia played 12 and included the 
oddly-named Kamehameha Alumni 
among its opponents. 

The time of big-little matches was 
drawing to a close, but Big Ten and 
Southeastern teams still played the 
likes of Lawrence, DePaul, Carleton, 
Howard, Mercer, Millsapsand Union. 
Centre College, once the con- 
queror of mighty Harvard, had re- 
verted to small-college status. 
Sewanee, after four decades as a 
major, was struggling in the Southeast 
and soon would join Centre in that 
Category. 

Sen. Huey Long of Louisiana fig- 
ured in both comedy and tragedy. 
As self appointed cheerleader, Long's 
zany antics featured Louisiana State's 

1934 season; halfback Abe Mickal 
modestly declined the special Louisi- 
ana Senate seat that Long requested 
for him. Long, however, was assassi- 
nated just as practice opened in 1935 
and wasn't on hand to see Mickal 
lead LSU to the Southeastern Con- 
ference title. That was Bernie Moore's 
first year as Tiger coach; after a 
squabble with Long in 1934, Biff 
Jones had departed to rejuvenate 
Oklahoma's fortunes. 

Tennessee's Gen. Bob Neyland was 
absent for one season at the request of 
Uncle Sam; he returned in 
1936, then later missed five more 
years while on active duty in World 
War II. Vanderbilt had a new coach 
for the first time since 1904 following 
Dan McGugin's retirement; but sadly, 
McGugin enjoyed only one year as 
Vanderbilt's athletics director before 
his death in 1936. When the 1935 
season ended, Harry Stuhldreher 
moved from Villanova to Wisconsin, 
Ted Cox from Tulane to Oklahoma 
A&M, Carl Snavely from North Car- 
olina to Cornell and Lowell Dawson 
to Tulane from an assistant's post at 
Minnesota. 

Among the colorful nicknames of 

1935 Pepper Constable of Prince 
ton, Bruiser Kinard of Mississippi, 
Tuffy Leemans of George Washing 
ton. Kayo Lam of Colorado, William 
(the Merchant of Menace) Shake- 
speare of Notre Dame, Monk Mos- 
crip of Stanford, and Texas Christian's 
Slingin' Sam Baugh and assistant 
coach Bear Wolf. With no reference 
to Bud or Bear, however, contempo- 
rary accounts mention Charles Wil 
kinson of Minnesota and Paul Bryant 
of Alabama. 

Notre Dame declined to elect a new

leader and used only game captains, 
after captain-elect Joe Sullivan died 
prior to the 1935 season. William 
Smith of the Irish then missed the 
entire 1935 season after a major oper- 
ation but nevertheless was elected 
captain for 1936. 

In an all-time classic at Ohio State, 
Notre Dame trailed, 13-0, after three 
periods, but won, 18-13, as Shake- 
speare replaced the injured Andy 
Pilney and threw a 19-yard pass to 
Wayne Millner for the clincher in the 
final 40 seconds. In UCLA's memora- 
ble upset victory over Stanford, the 
Bruins gave up a 16-2 first-down 
advantage but won anyway, 7-6. Texas 
Christian and Southern Methodist, 
each 110, collided at Fort Worth; 
SMU prevailed, 20-14, as Bob Wilson 
made a spectacular catch of Bob 
Finley's 36-yard TD pass on a fourth- 
and-three play in the f inal minutes. 

Fritz Crisler's Princeton team made 
headlines in more ways than one. In 
the opener, the Tigers survived their 
first meeting with Penn since 1894, 7- 
6, on Ken Sandbach's conversion 
kick and then roared to an unbeaten

season. They also survived a raging 
snowstorm to beat Dartmouth, 28-6, 
despite the assistance offered to the 
Green by an inebriated fan. Famed as 
the "twelfth man," the fan joined 
the Dartmouth defense and actually 
was in for one play as he attempted to 
tackle Princeton's Pepper Constable. 

At least 45 teams from that era are 
absent today, including Vermont, Ni- 
agara, Marquette, St. Louis, Detroit, 
San Francisco, Denver, NYU, Man- 
hattan, CCNY, St. Edwards and St. 
Ambrose. Colorful names such as 
Chillicothe Business College, Louis- 
ville Municipal, Shenandoah, Sioux 
Falls and Rio Grande also have van- 
ished. Chicago had Heisman winner 
Jay Berwanger but was on a downhill 
slide; the Maroons, along with Ford- 
ham, Catholic University and Geor- 
getown, eventually would 
give up the game only to return in 
recent times on a modest scale. 

Notre Dame led in total attendance 
with a 54,000 average per game; others 
with averages of 40,000 or more were 
Navy, Ohio State, Yale, Pennsylvania 
and Minnesota. For single games, 
California-Stanford drew 90,000; No- 
tre Dame-Ohio State 8 1 ,000; Army- 
Notre Dame and Army-Navy 80,000 
each. Michigan, which today rou- 
tinely plays to throngs of 100,000 at 
home, attracted home crowds of just 
18,000 to its 7-0 victory over Indiana 
and 30,700 to the 16-6 victory over 
Penn. 

Some things never change, however. 
One Christy Walsh publication de- 
scribed the 1935 season as the most 
thrilling ever, one which never would 
be forgotten. But then, almost exactly 
the same phrase appears in some 
predictions for the 1985 campaign.

Continued from puge I 
nesses be amended to limit the 
exception for the news reporting 
of sporting events in the existing 
statutes to exclude the transmis- 
sion of odds or point-spread infor- 
mation relating to college athletics 
contests. 

The latter approach would not 
eliminate the practice of newspap 
ers printing information relating 
to gambling odds and point- 
spreads, but it would prevent busi- 
nesses from supplying such infor- 
mation. 

FBI presentations 

The NCAA will coordinate a 
program in which the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation will send 
representatives prior to the foot- 
ball season to 80 Division I-A 
institutions, on request, to advise 
coaches and student-athletes re- 
garding the seriousness of gam 
bling and sports bribery. 

The representatives also will 
emphasize that the FBI and the 
NCAA are prepared to accept any 
information on such activities on a 



confidential basis. The FBI also 
will schedule such appearances at 
approximately 100 Division I in- 
stitutions prior to the basketball 
season. 

Conference program 

If the proposed mandatory com- 
pliance program for Division I 
members is approved by the Divi- 
sion 1 Steering Committee and the 
Division I membership, that pro- 
gram will include presentations by 
FBI and Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration representatives in the 
mandatory conference-conducted 
sessions for head coaches. 

In addition, each booking office 
that assigns officials for postseason 
football games or the NCAA Di- 
vision I Men's Basketball Cham- 
pionship would include appearan- 
ces by FBI and DF.A representa- 
tives in its annual rules and inter- 
pretations clinics for officials. 

Each such conference also 
would require all of its certified 
basketball and football officials to 
execute a statement annually iden- 



titytng any connection with gam- 
bling and drugs, similar to the 
statement regarding gambling that 
currently must be signed by 
officials before they are accepted 
to work in the Division 1 Men's 
Basketball Championship. 
Proposed legislation 
The Council will sponsor at the 
1986 Convention an amendment 
to Constitution 3-6-(a)-(l) to re- 
quire institutional staff members 
and student-athletes to cooperate 
fully with NCAA or institutional 
representatives administering in- 
vestigations that involve gambling, 
sports bribery, drug distribution 
or drug usage. Failure to do so 
would result in the individual being 
in violation of the ethical-conduct 
provisions of the NCAA constitu- 
tion. 

Rules clinics 

Each regional rules clinic ad 
ministered by the NCAA legisla- 
tive services department will in- 
clude a presentation by FBI and/ 
or DEA representatives, who will 
review for athletics administrators 



in attendance the inherent dangers 
that gambling and drugs present 
for athletics programs and for 
institutions of higher learning. In- 
cluded will be a presentation of 
precautionary measures that 
should be heeded by institutions. 
State legislation 

In the event thai the Associa- 
tion's efforts to amend Federal 
statutes fall short, an attempt will 
be made to develop a model state 
statute that would prohibit wager- 
ing on amateur sports events. The 
model statute would be forwarded 
to member institutions in all states 
for their use in urging their state 
legislators to adopt such measures. 
Enforcement program 

As a mandated part of the 
NCAA enforcement program, 
field representatives in the process 
of investigating alleged violations 
of NCAA recruiting and financial 
aid rules also will include inquiries 
concerning gambling and drug 
usage activities. 

This step will take the form of 
questioning institutional staff mem- 



bers, student athletes or noninsti- 
tutional individuals with whom 
the investigator normally would 
be in contact. 

Early warning system 

The NCAA will attempt to de- 
velop information from individuals 
who may have an interest — legal 
or illegal — in gambling on indi- 
vidual and team sports in an effort 
to monitor unusual betting tran- 
sactions and changes in point 
spreads for college football and 
basketball games. 

Development of such informa- 
tion would result in an early warn- 
ing system for institutions, and 
indications of unexplained point 
movements that occur in such 
information would be made avail- 
able to the FBI. 

The Association's antigambling 
program is being coordinated by 
David E. Cawood, assistant exec- 
utive director, with the assistance 
of Ruth M. Berkey, assistant exec- 
utive director, and Michael S. Gla 
zier, assistant director of enforce- 
ment.

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Players 
sue over 
ineligibility 

A judge has granted the Univer- 
sity of Kansas permission to pro- 
hibit three players from partici- 
pating in varsity football games as 
they dispute their status as aca- 
demically ineligible. 

Johnson County District Judge 
G. Joseph Pierron modified a res- 
training order granted September 
19 when the players filed suit in 
Johnson County District Court in 
Olathe. The university sought the 
modification, a KU spokesman 
said. 

The restraining order, granted 
by Johnson County District Judge 
Larry McClain, allowed the play- 
ers to practice with the Jayhawks 
and possibly play in games despite 
being declared academically in- 
eligible under NCAA rules. 

The later modification, which 
took effect immediately, doesn't 
affect the earlier order that the 
university allow the students to 
practice. The suit was filed by 
offensive guard Doug Certain, 
tailback Lynn Williams and line- 
backer Dane Griffin. 

The suit said the players were 
declared ineligible this season un- 
der the satisfactory progress rule 
established by the NCAA. The 
rule requires student-athletes, be- 
ginning with their junior year, to 
complete 24 hours in a year toward 
their degree. 

Schools determine whether 
hours completed are acceptable 
toward satisfaction of the NCAA 
satisfactory-progress rule. How- 
ever, the suit said the players 
passed the 24 hours, but KU ad- 
visers enrolled them in classes that 
would not have been acceptable 
under the school's interpretation 
of the rule.

ADs oppose 
ineligibility 
for freshmen 

Division LA directors of athletics 
strongly oppose the concept of de- 
claring freshmen ineligible for varsity 
athletics, the National Association of 
Collegiate Directors of Athletics an- 
nounced September 20. 

A survey conducted by NACDA 
resulted in responses from 85 of the 
105 Division I-A athletics directors, 
and 65 (81 percent) believed that 
freshmen should be eligible for varsity 
competition. That percentage is only 
slightly higher than the results of the 
Presidents Commission survey of all 
Division I chief executive officers, as 
reported elsewhere in this issue. 



NYSP reaches 45,000 underprivileged youth 



More than 45,000 youngsters par 
ticipated in the 1985 National Youth 
Sports Program (NYSP), according 
to figures compiled by the NCAA, 
which coordinates the program. 

"NYSP again reached a record 
number of young people and provided 
a unique blend of sports-skills in- 
struction, activities and enrichment 
programs," said Ruth M. Berkey, 
NCAA assistant executive director 
and NYSP administrator. The Asso- 
ciation administers the program, 
which is funded by the Federal gov- 
ernment, through the Health and 
Human Services Administration's Of- 
fice of Community Services, and by 
support from private business. 

"The addition of seven new pro- 
grams helped NYSP reach under- 
privileged youth in 1 1 7 cities and 4 1 
states this summer," said Christ Pe 
trouleas, athletics coordinator at 
Wayne State University (Michigan) 
and chair of the Association's NYSP 
Committee. "In most cases, the chil- 



dren who participate in NYSP would 
not otherwise have the opportunities 
to learn skills in lifetime sports activ- 
ities and receive instruction, counsel 
ing, medical evaluation and referral. 
Obviously, we are very pleased to see 
the program continue to grow in both 
sponsorship and participation." 

Institutions sponsoring NYSP pro- 
jects for the first time this summer 
received technical assistance through 
in-person visits by members of the 
Association's NYSP committee, and 
all 141 sponsoring institutions received 
help through a unique national work- 
shop. 

The three-day national workshop 
was held in lieu of regional gatherings 
and involved members of the NYSP 
committee and project administrators 
from sponsoring institutions. Berkey 
said the new approach proved valu- 
able and will be used every three or 
four years in order to provide project 
administrators an opportunity to 
maintain the national flavor of the 



program and to learn about innovative 
project schedules. Having the oppor 
tunity to share concepts from East 
Coast to West Coast was educational. 

In an attempt to gauge the success 
of various aspects of the program, the 
NYSP committee has authorized a 
survey to be sent to project adminis- 
trators at each sponsoring institution. 



"The survey will provide empirical 
data on the long-term effects NYSP 
has on the lives of the participants," 
explained Berkey. "We have heard 
many success stories from parents, 
counselors and teachers and believe it 
would be helpful to have the informa- 
tion in some objective file for reports 
to the Federal government." 



24 goals but no record 



lona may be thinking twice about 
having started a women's soccer pro- 
gram after its season opener Septem- 
ber 14. 

Hartford, in only its second season 
of women's soccer competition, re- 
corded an incredible 24-0 victory in 
the season opener for both teams. 
Although records for women's soccer 
are not available, it docs not break 
the all-time record for goals in a 
collegiate soccer game. Denver's men's 
soccer team defeated Hiram Scott 
College of Scottsbluff, Nebraska, 31- 
0, October 8, 1966. 



In its first season of intercollegiate 
play, Hartford scored only 22 goals in 
its entire 13-game schedule. The 
Hawks qualified for the Eastern Col- 
lege Athletic Conference play-offs 
with a 5-5-3 record. 

In the 24-0 victory, Kathy McNabb 
scored six goals and Sarah Ceabey 
scored four times. The team's individ- 
ual leader last season had five goals.
